As an answer to the announce- 
ment of officials of the Atlanta, Bir- 
aningham and Atlantic railroad that 


a reduction in pay among its 2,000 


employees amounting to $240,000 per 
month will be necessary to save the 
road from ruin, the Atlanta Fed- 
eration of Railway Employees, rep- 
resenting every union, brotherhood 
and craft in the railway service, 
Saturday night passtd resolutions 
declaring the road’s officials are 
trying to deceive the public and 
it will not submit to any wage re- 
duction at this time. 

Railway labor leaders, who were 
present and made addtesses, gave 
the situation a national aspect by 
openly declaring before the resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted, that 
the wage reduction should be pre- 
vented if organized rail labor had to 
call a strike on every railway in 
ahe country to block it, if this be- 
comes necessary. 

The action of the local emptoyces’ 
federation was taken after ma@y of 
‘the fifty or ‘more general chairmen 
of various crafts and, unions, rep- 
resenting several hundred thousand 
employees, had warned the gather- 
ed union men that the move of the 
A. B. & A. was but the forerunner 
of a general wave of reduction that 
will come to all employees later. 

Many Speeches. 

Many speeches were made by the 

assembled general chairmen, repre- 


*genting a large majority of the va- 


rious railroad unions, who had come 
to Atlanta from Knoxville, Chat- 


tanooga, Nashville, Mobile, Greens- | 


boro, Birmingham,” Augusta and

The burden of @ach ofthese ad- 
dresses was that the Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham, & Atlantic reduction 
should fhét. be allowed by organized 
labor, because of its omnious as- 
pect with referencé to other roads, 


. and the admonition was freely giv- 


en by the speakers that the wage re- 
duction among the employees should 
be fought to a standstill. These 
and other speakers were cheered to 
the echo, indicating that they were 
voicing the sentiments of one of the 
biggest crowds that have ever as- 
sembled in the auditorium of: the 
Atlanta Labor temple.

“Will you, should we submit to 
‘this reduction agree to _ restore 
wages in case normal times re- 
turn?”

The total enrollment increase fn 
Atlanta’s public schools over. last 
year is 2,446, by far the greatest 
annual attendance increase since 
the system was organized fifty-one 
years ago. Atlanta now has the 
second largest public .school sys- 
tem in the south, the enrollment 
since the opening of the term in 
September reaching 32,682. 

These are facts whictP'WTll be dis- 
closed in the annual report of Su- 
perintendent W. F. Dykes, which 
he will read before the board of 
education at its regular meeting 
Monday afternoon. Another impor- 
tant feature of the meeting will be 
the election of a president of the 
board. 

Erection of five more modern 
schools would be necessary to pro- 
Vide accommodation for the over- 
flow that now exists, asserts Mr. 
Dykes. The seating capacity of the 
sch.ols is 27,581. Although fifty- 
five basement rooms are being used 
for classes, there is a shortage 
of seating capacity for 2,376 pupils, 
made up for by double sessions;

Resolutions Adopted 

The resolutions declare that the 
railroads have received freight and 
passenger rate increases amounting 
to $1.500.000,000, while the labor 
bill covering increasedwa wages 
amounted to only $600,000,000, and 
that the railroads have deceived the 
public as to their real financial sta- 
tus. Then going into the question 
of wage reduction the paper places 
the meeting that adopted it’ unani 
mously on record as refusing to 
submit to any reduction in wages, 
and calling upon the railroad em- 


of labor to use every means in its 
power to prevent-any reduction in 
pay. The resolutions follow in full: 

“Whereas; the officials of the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
railroad have notified their em- 
ployes of their intention of making 
a reduction in wages. 

“Whereas, the United States con- 
gress has recently passed a law 
known as the transportation act 
of 1920, whereby all disputes in re- 
gard to wages and working condi- 
tions which can not. be settled be- 
tween the management and em- 
ployees. shall be carried to the la- 
bor' board, and’ as the increases in 
freight and passenger rates which 
has been granted to railroads to 
cover the increase in employees’ 
wages was estimated to amount to 
$1,500,000,000 per year, while the in- 
crease in the wages to employees 
was to amount to $600,000,000 per 
vear,.and the railroads have an- 
nounced: they will not stand: for 
any reduction in freight and pas- 
Senger rates; and, . 

Reduction Unnecessary.

General Merting. 
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Fands for. the’ Completion 
Of Confederate Memorial 


memorial will stand before future 
generations when Richmond and At- 
Janta have been turned by the 
“plow,” declared Gutzon Borglum be- 
fore a group of prominent citizens 
assembled at the home of Samuel 
H. Venable Saturday evening fer the 
purpose of formulating plans for the 
completion of the memorial, begun 
in 1915, and inttrrupted by the 
world war. 

Major General Leonard Wood, who 
was to have been the guest of hon- 
or at the dinner tendered by Mr. 
Venable, wired at the last minute 
the following message from Chica- 
go: . 

**Regret exceedingly circumstances beyond 
my control prevent my being with you te- 
night. Borglum’s conception of the Stone 
Mountain monument to the great leaders of 
the gouth is one of the noblest memorials 
ever attempted by man to make eternal 
the memory of the great leaders of a peo- 
ple. It will be more lasting, more impres- 
sive and inspiring than any great monu- 
ment of the past. It will register in im- 
perishable form the appreciation of a peo- 
ple for their leaders. As a monument and 
testimonial it will endure as long as the 
rugged earth itself. I feel sure the people 
of the south will carry out the work as 
one worthy of themselves and those great 
— of the south, whose memory they 
onor.”’ 


Great Moving Picture. 

The present plan of financing the 
gigantic project, which will ulti- 
mately require some $2,000,000 and 
six to seven years of work, as set 
forth by Mr. Borglum and Don Al- 
fonso Louis de Bourbon, half+broth- 
er to the King of Spain, involves the 
production of a stupenduous motion 
picture, based on the life of a well- 
known southern woman, which 
will tell more vividly than words 
could ever paint the story of the 
“lost cause,” : 

In this ‘way it is hoped that the 
AJnterest and sympathy of the south- 
ern states may be so aroused as to 
insure the full support by the peo- 
ple at large. 

In. the meantime no time will be 
lost in the actual work on Stone 
Mountain,, Mr| Borglum has suffi- 
cient money in hand to commenc 
the task and confidently expects 
to carve the head of Lee on the 
rock faced mountain side during the 
current year. 

The scenario for the picture has 
been written by Prince Louis, who is 
an eminent art student and author 
and has spent the past year in this 
country studying American history. 
The production of the picture. will 
cost approximately $65,000, half of 
the amount already having ..been 
subscribed in Virginia, North Car- 
Olina and Tennessee. Within sixty 
days, Mr. Borglum says the actual 
taking. of the picture will begin. 

The picture can be sold outright 
it is stated for $150,000, or exhibited: 
bringing a much larger sum. 

Mr. Borglum briefly related the 
history of the movement to carve 
the story of the Confederacy on 
Stone Mountain. He.told of his‘own 
labors to raise the money after the 
association had failed and declared 
that he will not again undertake 
any responsibility relating to the 
actual: securing of funds. 

Atlanta’s Attitude. 

He spoke tactfully, but frankly, 
on. Atlanta’s attitude toward the 
preject. Mr., Borglum pointed out 
that intense interest has been man- 
ifested all over the United States 
with one exception, and that ex- 
ception fs Atlanta. “The one city 
which will be advertised to the na- 
tion .and rave its name carried 
around the world by the consuma- 
tion of the memorial has never 
contributed one cent to the enter- 
prise,” 

He described with beautiful feel- 
ing the symbolism of the proposed 
carving, telling how the groups of 
Cavalry, artillery and infantry will 
appear to be marching over the 
crest of the granite batholith and 
rounding its weathered sides with 
a splendid sweep of action and su- 
perb realism, thus portraying the 
passing of the Gray heroes. 

With a keen psychological vision 
Mr. Borglum observed that the feel- 
ings of the south bearing on the 
Civil war are now in suspension 
and that they will never be satis- 
factorily rested until some memoria} 
is erected adequate to the immor- 
tal heroism and_ gallantry of its 
subject. 

Prince Louis de Bourbon, an inti- 
mate friend of Mr. Borglum’s, told 
the story of the picture which is’ 
proposed as the propaganda medium 
to be used in rafsing a part of the 
memorial fund. : 

The picture is based on the life 
story of a prominent Georgia wom- 
an. Scarcely any scenario thrown 
upon the screen has opened with the 
beaytiful ease and graceful dignity 
whfch characterize this work. 

The Opening Scene. 

The opening scene is that of an 
aged woman of the southland feebly 
making her way through a wood- 


‘land and up to the magnificent Bor- 
a studio at Stamford, Conn. She 
8 supported by two negro servants. 


“The Stone Mountain: Confederate . sculptor that she has come to relate 


to him the story of the “lost cause,” 
and tells him of Stone Mountain, 
far away in Georgia. She then; 
asks that he will carve a dying 
lion upon its granite walls, such as 
the Lion of Lucerne. 

The sculptor becomes interested in 
the woman’s mission and asks to 
hear her story. She tells a “story 
of the confederacy such as few have 
been granted the vision to see. It is 
this vision, her story, which makes 
the picture. 

She begins with the Datch sailing 
vessel which made its way up the 
James river in 1619, and the May- 
flower. which landed at Plymouth 
in 1620. The motif of the drama 
is the gradual growth of two con- 
ception of liberty, the personal lib- 
erty as conceivéd by the New Eneg- 
lander, and the doctrine of state's 
rights as conceived by the cheva- 
liers of the south. 

Problems Suggested. 

Problems such as these are mere- 
ly suggested, while the main theme 
of the story deals with two fasci- 
nating love episodes which breasted 
the fire and hate that divided north 
from gouth in the sixties. Sweetness 
and pathos, love and fortitude are 
the stuff of which'the plot is woven 
about the thrilling scenes of a war- 
torn southland. 

The denoument comes when a 
winsome southern girl § sacrifices 
her northern lover at the dictates 
of patriotism and it finally de- 
velops that the 6ld lady who re- 
quests the sculptor to carve on 
Stone Mountain the dying lion is 
that girl. Through the long years 
she has remained faithful to the 
sweetheart whom sffe_ sacrificed, 
and now pleads that a memorial be 
set up which will immortalize the 
cause for which she has suffered, 
as one among a people. 

The scultor draws from the wom- 
an’s story the superb conception of 
the passing of the gray hosts as 
they might be hewn high up upon 
the granite face of a mountain. ‘The 
picture will close with aeroplane 
views of Stone Mountain and views 
of the completed memorial. 

The wholehearted enthusiasm of 
the gathering which reviewed these 
plans last evening promises well 
for the success of the entire proj- 
est. A committee was appointed 
to undertake the arrangements for 
the production of the picture and to| 
manage the enterprise in the fu- 
ture. ;

Basically Sound 
By W ide Survey 


“Loose Thinking,” Which 
Made Country “Rumor 
Ridden,” Blamed _ for 
Commercial Depression. 


St. Louis, January 8.—The condi- 
tion of business in the TJnited States 
is basically sound, and fear for tha 
welfare of commercial America is 
due principally to “a state of mind” 
—a natural consequence of the war. 

This is the gist of the results 
of an economic survey coruducted bv 
the Mississippi Valley association 
and announced tonight at the head- 
quarters of the organization here. 
Questionnairés sent to business men, 
bankers, agriculturalists and econo- 
mic students in the twenty-seven 
states in the “valley” were answered 
by 3,000 persons. 

Many asserted no additional sys- 
tem of credits is needed and but 
few laid the blame of business con- 


ditions to the present system of tax- 
ation and the so-called restriction 
of credits. 

That “markets are no longer hon- 
estly compé@titive” and that ** a small 
degree of cuntrol by monopoly” has 
affected market conditions were as- 
sertions of certain respondents: 
while others declared that a lot of 
“loose thinking” had resulted fn the 
country becoming “rumor-ridden,” 
some emphasized that too much pub- 
licity had been given to “depresa- 
ing rumors.” : 

A general opinion expressed was 
“the less legislation anent business, 
the better.”

WILL TRY 10 REDUCE 
TAK RATE OF COUNTY 


Every Effort Will Be Made 
to Make Income Cover 
Expenses This Year. 


At the first meeting of the newly 
reorg nized public works commit- 
tee of Fulton county commission 
Saturday afternoon, several pleas 
for road work during ,1921 were 


made by citizens from various 
points in the county. Only rou- 
tine matters were taken up. Al- 
though! the chairmanship of the 
cummittee,was changed by the new 
chairman of the board, the person- 
nel rsmains' the same. The com- 
mittee is composed of Dr. W. L. 
Gilbert, chairman; J. Oscar Mills 
and Paul S. Etheridge. 

Mr. Etheridge, who was elected 
chair .a not the commission at 
its annual meeting last week, stated 
Saturday that the board would 
make ev -y effort to reduce the 
rate of taxes for 1921. He stated 
that he hoped that the county 
would be able to operate all de- 
partments, and to carry on the high- 
way work, without exceeding the 
income. In this way, he stated 
that he would obviate the necessi- 
ty of borrowing money in anticipa- 
ti.n of taxes. The county rate is 
now $1 per $100 and the state tax 
rate 50 cents per $100. 

Mr, Etheridge pointed out that 
the courty now has ‘between 500 
and 600 econvicts—more than any 
recent year. This will enable the 
county to do practically all its own 
road work, which constitutes a 
large pert f the expenditures * 
the commission. The price of ma- 
terials has also been reduced, thus 
gi: ‘ing greater. opportuntiy for 
economy in carrying on all county 
operations. Heretofore it has been 
necessary for the county to let out 
much of its construction and re- 
reir work to private contractors. 
on account of the small force of 
convicts. There are now four con- 
viet camps in the county, an addi- 
tional camp having been opened 
within the past few days.

Washington, January 8.—(Spe- 
cial.) — In order to extend the 
direct influence of the cenference 
between the chamber of commerce 
of Mexico and those of the border 
states in the southwest, called for 
February 5 at Juarez, prominent 
southerners in Washington today 
took up with the American sul 
at Juarez the matter of having the 
host chamber extend the invitation 
to the chambers and commercial or- 
Zanizations in all the Gulf and South 
Atlantic states, namely, Loutsiana, 
Alabama, Florida and Georgia. This 
will no doubt be done, it is said. 

Following is the official notice 
of the meeting promulgated by the 
state department through its press 
bureau: 

“Upon the tnvitation of the cham- 
ber of commerce of Juarez, Mexico, 
there will be a joint meeting of the 
chambers of commerce of Mexico 

and the states of Arizona, New Mexi- 
co and Téxas at Juarez on Febru- 
ary 5, 1921, says a Statement, pub- 
lished.in The Mexico City Universal 
on December 16, 1920, according to 
a communication which has beén 
forwarded to the state department 
for its information. The Universal 
stated that the purpose of the joint 
meeting was to devise ways and 
means for the promotion of co er- 
cial relations between Mexico and 
the United States and to that end 
to formulate necessary proposed 
amendments to the commercial trea- 
ties now in force between the United 
States and Mewnico.” 

Recalis Conference. 

This recalls a conference I had 
with President Obregon at Nogales, 
Mexico, in September, 1919, at which 
he assured me that in the event of 
his election in the forthcoming na- 
tional elections: to succéed Carran- 
za, then president, that it would be 
his first and paramount aim to fre- 
establish old-time trade relations be- 


tween Mexico and the United States, 
and to promote the freest and full- 
est commercial good will between 
fthe two cduntriés consistent with 
their commercial treatiés, and the 
national rights of the reSpective na- 
tions. 

With reference to this matter, Sén- 
ator Harris today addressed the fol- 
lowing letter to John A. Harper, 
special representative of El Paso 
chamber of comméfce, who is in 
Washington and who desires that 
Georgia particularly shail be rep- 
resented at this trade conference.

Exemption to $2,500 for 
Unmarried and $5,000 
for Heads of Families. 


Washington, January 8.—A com- 
prehensive program for recision of 
the federal tax laws, estimated to 
yield annually the $4,000,000,000 
which Secretary Houston has said 
the treasury required. was filed to- 
day with the house ways and means 
committee by*the tax committee of 
‘the National Retail Dry Goods as- 
sociation. 

The plan worked out by the trade 
organization contains severa) pro- 
posals not heretofore advanced, in- | 
cluding the assessment of a federal) 
poll tax of $50n each person over 
21 years of age who receives an in- 
dependent income. 

*Ineome tax exemptions, it is pro- 
posed, would be raised from $1,000 to 
$2,500 for unmarried persons. and 
from $2,000 to $5,000 for heads of 
families. All business would be al- 
lowed an exemption of $5,000. 

, Other features carried in the 
program, which was approved 
through a referendum of the organ- 
fzation’s 2,000 members, provide 
that:

Income from salaries, wages, bo- 
muses and commissions should. not 
be taxed at so high a rate as in- 
come from business and invest-- 
ments. ’ :

Urgent Need for Nurses. 
There is an-urgent need for more 
nurses, officials, state. Thé feputa- 
tion of ‘the old nurses’ home had 
spread far in medical and nursing 
circles, officialy say, and .proved to 
be one of the greatest drawbacks to 
a full staff at the Grady. 

With a new‘home offering com- 
fortable surroundings and every 
modern convenience, however, the 
nurses ure answering to its attract- 
iveness and are fast filling up the 
alarrcing gaps in the force of Grady 
workers. 

The first floor of the new home 
is given over to a large parlor for 
student nurses, parlors for gradu- 
ate nurses and officials, a big din- 
ing room and other recreation 
rooms. 

The second, third, fourth and fifth 
floors provide rooms for the nurses, 
there being 16 single rooms and 40 
double rooms, each fitted to fill the 
needs of their inmates and to pro- 
vide comforts that were/totally un- 
known in theold home. On each of 
these floors also, there are shower 
baths and tubs, and an elevator in 
makes 
waiking up and down strairs unnec- 
essary. On the top floor there are 
library and demonstration and 
class rooms. The home was made 


possible by generous donations by 


the heirs of the late Joseph Hirsch, 
who was chairman of trustees until 
his death, and has been in course 
of erection for a iong time. Its 
value from a standpoint of ‘nursin 
efficiency cannot.be over-estimated, 
officials assert, and it also means 
much to Atlanta from a standpoint 
of civic progress.

Atlanta’s weather will revert back 
t6 sunshine, accompaniéd by lower

“The gifts and good things for 
the Mary Ann Lipscomb tree arrived 
on time. 

“Everyone was preparing for the 
beautiful celebration. The tree was 
in place, the house decorated, the 
carols learned and the children on 
tip-toe; when the terrible fire which 
swepteTallulah changed all of our 
plans, , 

“As the people were in distress 
and the crowd could not be assem- 
bled, so it was decided to postpone 
the tree, 

“At the usual time, however, the 
loyal children of Mary Ann, Lips- 
comb arrived to extend their sym- 
pathy and help to the loved people 
of their mother. 

“Hundreds of loaves of bread were 
distributed by te Lipscomb broth- 
ers to the people who were tempo- 
rarily cut off from supplies. 

Boxes of cjothes were collected 
by Mesdames Ellis, Gay and Ruther- 
ford Lipscomb. A wonderful box 
of hosiery was sent by Mrs. H. H. 
McCall. Three boxes came from 
the Mountaineers’ club of Savannah.

Dr. Rosalie Morton Speaks 


Tonight at Tech. Y. M.C.A. 


Dr. Rosalie S, Morton, prominent 
woman surgeon and famous war 
worker, arrives in the~city today 
and will speak tonight at the Tech 
tranch of the Y. M. C. A. her sub- 
ject being “Serbia in Peace and 

far.” ' 


She lectures at the Atlanta Wom- 
an’s club Monday afternoon at 3:30 
o’clock on “The Women of Serbia” 
and the saméevening at8 o’clock at 
Agnes Scott college. She lectures 
at Oglethorpe university Tuesday 
morning at 10:30 o'clock. 

While in the city Dr. Merton wil] 
be the guest.of Mrs. Frank Tucker 
Mason at Stonehenge, Druid Hills. 

Founder and Chairman. 

Dr. Morton is founder and chair- 
man of the International Serbian 
Educational committee under the 
auspices of which fifty Serbian stu- 
dents have been brought to this 
country, all of these studying in 
our American colleges. 

During March, Aprik and May of 
1919 Dr. Morton was invited to 
speak in various colleges on the 
“History of Serbia,” and she so con- 
vincingly set forth the part that 
brave nation played in the world 
war and the present wrecked con- 
ditions, including the destruction of 
the University of Belgrade, that the 
colleges she addressed at once 
offered scholarships to cover a 
period of four or five years to stu- 
dents whom she was authorized to 
select. The student body in a num- 
ber of colleges, members of the 
alumnae, friends of the college, 
church and club groups, subscribed 
a fund to cover the expenses of a 
first group of twenty students. 

Dr. Morton went back to Belgrade 
and presented letters of invitation 
from the American colleges ‘to the 
minister of education and asked 
him to appoint the students. 

Their Coming. 

The story’ is told that when the 
announcement was made there 
were from 1,500 to 2,000 applicants 
the first day. “The large room was 
jammed, the three flights of. stairs 
and the landings were packed,” 
writes Dr. Frederick Lynch, D. D., 
educational secretary Church Peace 
union, i 

“They were all ready to come at 
once; for America tney have a pro- 
found admiration. They were dis- 
missed and told that details would 
be printed in the papers next morn- 
ing. These details were: Name, age 
(16-24), address of applicant and of 
parents (those of straight Serbian 
descent only were acceptable), age 
and state of health of parents.

From Death Chair 


Governor of North Caro- 
lina Commutes Sentence 
of Moonshiner to Thirty 
Years’ Imprisonment. 


Raleigh, N. C., Jauuary 8.—The 
war record of Robah A. Baity, who 
shot and killed Sheriff Zachary, of 
Yadkin county, when the officer 
attempted to arrest him at a block- 
ade whisky still” and the fact that 
Baity had no time to indulge in that 
coldblooded premeditation that is 
the essence of a capital offense” 
were reasons given by Governor 
Bickett today when he saved the 
youthful Baity from the electric 
chair, commuting his sentence to 
thirty years imprisonment. 

The governor's statement follows: 

Governor's Statement, 

“T hold In my hands I write a 
certificate of honorable discharge 
from the United States army for 
Robah A. Baity. ‘This paper certl- 
fied that when Robah Baity was 20 
years old he volunteered in the army 
of the United States on the 27th day 
of November, 1917. He was in the 
heavy artillery. He was in the aw- 
ful holocaust on the Verdun front; 
he was in the drum fire that rolled 
down on St. Mihiel;. he was in the 
terrible drive through the Argonne 
forest, and through it all maintained 
a character that his. superior officer, 
in“his certifcate of dscharge, de- 
clares was ‘excellent.’

Reserve Board Governor Be- 
lieves Financial Sanity - 
Has Returned. 


New York, January 8.—The na- 
tion has recovered its financial san- 
ity and is not troubled so much 
with either extreme of pessimism 
or optimism, said W. P. G. Harding, | 
governor of the federal reserve 
board, in arn aadress here last night 
at a dinner in honor of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, recently elected a vice 
president of the Fidelity and De- 
posit Company of Maryland. 

Goverhor Harding said that any 
danger of a general collapse, which 
he had not feared at any time, has 
passed and that the worst undoubt- 
edly is over. 

“The country generally 
covered its normal state.” he said. 
“We are no longer afraid. We are 
not indulging in the old idea of ex- 
travagance, living beyond our 
means. Nor are We troubled so 
much as we were a few weeks ago 
with that other extreme of over- 
pessimiism, where people get down 
in the dumps and they cannot see 
any daylight, cannot see any hope, 
see nothing but gloom and dark- 
ness.’ ’ 

Governor Harding said there were 
signs that the extreme depression 
which has occurred in some indus- 
tries is nearing the end. 

“The industrial and economie fu- 
ture of this country,” he added, “de- 
pends now more than anything else 
perhaps. upon our foreign trade.” ,

There were some who were, to my certain knowledge, 
one church, forty cottage organs and twenty libraris.” 

In his great longing for money to provide for Gospel for hurger- 
ing millions, he cotld not refrain from estimating the silks, satins and 
diamonds of the guests at the dinner in terms of his people’s needs. 

He might easily see one church in the $100,000 necklaces women 
frequently wear, forty cottage organs in the expensive fur wraps 
others wear, and the twenty libraries in the gold mesh bags, jeweled 
lorgnettes or those wonderfully expensive Paradise plumes some 
women now wear at right angles on their hats which endanger the 
eyes of a missionary who approaches them from before or behind. 

The missionary probably does not object to women being well 
dressed, if they can afford it, but dealing with facts, the missionaries 
and preachers read on the one hand of children starving in central 

» ‘Europe, and on the other hand the facts compiled by the government 
of the millions of dollars expended in this country in one year for 
the non-essentials, among which diamond necklaces, furs and Para- 
dise plumes are classed. They conclude that thrift would be a good 
observance to get the greater number of people in the world back to 
the normal status, when some of the money expended in the non- 

, essentials might be translated into churches, cottage organs and libra- 
ries, and to the funds which might be used to convert souls. 

No one likes or condones the narrow-minded prating of the cen- 
sors who would deprive the world of beauty and joy, and the pleas- 
turable things, but one can see how the thoughtful man feels when 
he sees so much being worn by butterflies when the world-carriers 
of civilizations—the churches—are limited and children starving for 
bread. 

It is possible for a balance—a common sense when women might 
give pleasure in their raiment, keep up the normal status of trade, 
and still not impoverish the church, cut down the necessary number 
of “cottage organs and libraries.”

But here is a judge in the District 
of Columbia who rules that women 
may be voters, but they’re not 
jurors. Another judge in New Jer- 
sey says that women may be voters, 
put they’re not parents in the legal 
sense; that only fathers have the 
right to correct their children. . 

And here are sOme more strang 
facts: 

-If you are a woman in Georgia, 
you may work night and day to sup- 
port your family and finally succeed 
in buying a home out af your earn- 
ings, vuc the home will belong to 
your husband unless you can show 
by circumstances that he consented 
to your retaining your earnings. 

In Florida, a dying father may 
will away from his wife the guar- 
dianship over their children, and in 
Other states a mother may remain 
her children’s guardian only so long 
as she is a widow. 

With these and other equally 
startling facts in mind; the National 
Woman’s Party, after ratification of 
the suffrage amendment was safe 
and secure, began, through its na- 
tional research chairman, Miss Sue 
White, an examination of state laws 
relating to women. 

Miss White’s Work. 

Co-operating with Miss White are 
prominent women lawyers of vari- 
ous states, including Bertha Stull 
Green, of Idaho: Nellie G. Robert- 
son, of Texas;’ Essie W. Williams, 
of Minnesota; Greta C. Coleman, of 
Massachusetts; Alice O. Curran, of 
Illinois; Laura Lee Weiner, of Ken- 
tucky; Mrs. Bertie L. Putney, 
sey: Julia Alexander, of North 
gia, and Hattie T. Hard, of Iowa. 

The difficulty in this task is evi- 
dent when it is remembered that 
the laws of forty-eight states and 
the District of Columbia must be 
analized, and that, judncal deci- 
sions, which interpret these laws, 
must also be examined before it is 
clear just what discriminations are 
suffered by women. 

Miss White summarizes her 
vestigations in this way: 

“The basis of our laws regarding 
women is the old English common 
law which held that women were 
always under the tutelage of a man, 
first as daughters, then as wives. 
Husband and wife were one person, 
in the eyes of the common law, and 
that person was the husband. The 
wife could hold no property, make 
no contracts, could not sue or be 
sued, and was not the legal guar- 
dian of her children. 

The Woman’s Statues. 

“In all states, of course, the old 
common law has been superceeded by 
statutes removing from women com- 
mon law disabilities in specific in- 
stances. The courts have also late- 
ly undertaken to soften the applica- 
tion of the common law, but under- 
own property, but in-some states 
neath it all and governing cases for 
which there are no specific statutes, 
is the old fallacy that women have 
no existence.

In all but 
a few states, where there are |‘com- 
munity property laws,” the property 
which is the product of the joint la- 
bors of the husband and wife inside 
and outside the home belongs to the 
husband. In other states the father 
is the legal parent of the child and 
may will its custody to someone 
other than the mother at his death. 
In every state the husband has the 
right to cnoose the domicile and a 
wife must live in a place which he 
desertion, 
even though she may be supporting 
the family. Even though the home 
may be her property, he can invite 
whomever he pleases and _ forbid 
as he is “head 
of the house.” Furthermore, she 
must vote in the place where her 
husband lives, although she herself 
may have a residence in a different 
city or even a different state. A na- 
tive American woman loses her citi- 
zenship and her right to vote if 
she marriés a man of any other na- 
tionality. In a few states women 
are still prohibited’ by law from 


holding certain positions and as far | 
as appointments and salaries are | 


concerned, women are not yet upon 

an equal basis with men in federal 

and state civil service systems.” 
Discriminations. 

To remove the discriminations 
which still indicate that women are 
not really people in the eyes of the 
law, Miss White makes the follow- 
ing suggestions:

Incidents of Georgia Law. 

In Georgia, the father is the nat- 
ural guardian, the mother becoming 
such upon his death, but the father 
may by will appoint guardians for 
the person or property or both, 
though the mother is entitled to the 
possession of the child until he ar- 
rives at such age that his educa- 
tion requires the guardian to take 
possession of him. 

Unless there has been very re- 
cent legislation in the states of 
Maryland. South Carolina, Tennessee 
and Virginia, they all give the fa- 
ther the right to appoint a guardian 
even though the mother survives 
him. Unless there has been recent 
legislation, the states of New Jer- 
sey, North Dakota, Oklahoma, South 
Dakota and Wisconsin have laws 
similar to Georgia, giving the moth- 
er some right only if she remains a 
widow.

Marion, Ohio, January 8.—A naval 
policy to keep the United tSates 
cne of the strongest sea powers in 
the world until a binding disarma- 
ment agreement @an be reached was 
discussed at a conference here to- 
day between Presfdent-elect Har- 
ding and Representative Butler, of 
Pénnsylvania, chairman of the house 
naval committee. Afterward it was 
indicated that, although a final de- 
cision must await developments, the 
present attitude of Senator Harding 
pointed to a continuation during his 
administration of the fleet con- 
struction program now in progress. 
Coupled with this program, how- 
ever, would be a material curtail-

Mr. Harding long has favored an 
efficient navy as the first line of 
asmerican defense, and he is under- 
stood*to feel that a big navy policy 
might be continued practically if 
steps are taken to curtail the

Georgia Sheriff || 
Goes To Canada 
For Wanted Man

Washington, January 8.—(Spe- 
cial.j}—Sheriff R. L. Milton, of Elli- 
jay, Gilmer ‘county, Georgia, is in 
Washington handling the matter 
of extradition papers with the state 
department to arrest J. H. Charles, 
now being held in Lethridge, Alber- 
ta, Canada. 

Charles was convicted in June, 
1918, of the killing of Howard Rob- 
erts in Gilmer county and was sen- 
tenced to ten years in the state 
penitentiary.

EMBASSY DENES 
INVASION RUMORS 


French Representative at 


Washington Confradicts’ 


Report of .Contemplated 
Occupation of Ruhr 


Valley. “thy

Washington, January 8—In a 
statement tonight the French em- 
bassy denied reports published yes- 
terday to the effect that in behalf 
of its government it had informally 
notified the United States of a con- 
templated invasion ofthe Ruhr val- 
ley. The reports stated that.the ac- 
tion was in prospect beeause of the 
alleged failure of the Gerrgen gov- 
ernment to effect a disarmament in 
that distrgct. The statement tonight} 
said: 

“Several papers state that through 
jts embassy in Washington France 
has informally notified the United 
States of the contemplated invasion 
of the Ruhr valley. No such notifi- 
ation has taken place,” 

The report of .the informal no- 
tice to which denial has been made 
was based upon the action of the 
French embassy in giving to the 
state department without comment 
a copy of a note sent recently by 
France to the German government, 
directing attention-to the latter's al- 
lewed failure to effect disarmament 
and to fulfill other obligations in 
the Ruhr valley. 

Possible contemplated action by 
the French government in support 
of the note has beén widely dis- 
cussed not only here, but, it is un- 
derstood, in many other capitals as 
well, especially in reference to a 
possible occupation of .the district. 


RAILROAD EARNINGS | 
FOR YEAR DECREASE 


Washington, January 8.—The rail- 
roads of the country earned only 
about $150,000,000 last year, or $365,- 
000,000 less than in 1919. according 
to estimates prepared by H. P. Parme- 
lee, director..of the bureau of rail- 
way economics, and made public 
today. _ 

Mr. Parmelee estimates that in 
1024 he carriers ha da gross reve- 
nue of. $6,200,000,000, and expenses 
amounted: to $5,570, 000, 000, leavine 
a gross income of $450. 000,000. De- 
duction of taxes and equipment ren- 
tals amount to $300,000,000, and left 
the net income at $150, 00 0, 000. 

This sum was far short of the 
government guarantee, and treasury 
and other officiala have estimated 
that the wovernment must pay the 
roads about $606,000,600 for the six 
months’ periad of guaranteed return, 
Which expired on September 1. New 
rates became effective then, ant 
their operation served to materially | 
increase thé carriers’ income, which 
for the first ten months of the year 
mene a net deficit.

The same principle applies in minia- 
ture scenes. The camera does not take 
in the surrounding objects and the 
miniature thus looks perfectly normal 
in size.” 

What a deceiving thing is sense! It 
was then perfectly clear to me that it 
is only by comparison that objects 
look large or small, that good or evil 
seem to be in evidence, or that the 
weather ‘seems hot or cold. With the 
absence of one extreme, the other 
would cease to be an extreme and 
would be perfectly natural, bearing no 
special significance Even as I con- 
centrated my gaze upon this enorm- 
ous setting, with Mr. Arbuckle dressed 
as a baby sitting in the high chair, the 
scvene seemed for a moment to look 


almost normal, and then, as I again 
looked at the surrounding objects 
their great size was apparent. 

But the people who sit in the theater 


and see these scenes upon the screen 


do not see the surrounding objects— 
they see only what the camera was 
focused upon and not knowing that 
the chair and table, the baby carriage 


and fence, are enlarged in size so that 
they are in exact proportion to the size 
of the “baby” everything looks per- 
fectly natural.

HE other day I looked through 

a batch of letters which ad- 

miring fans had written and 

sent to one of my friends, a well- 

known star. And as I laid down the 

last one, I asked myself: “Has the 

whole world gone mad? Are the peo- 

ple of this country suffering from a 
plague of letter writing lunacy?" 


Before going any further let me as-, 


sure you that I know, as do the play- 
ers, that the reading and answering 
of letters from the fans are among the 
most valuable and important features 
of their work. As a single example 
of this, it is said that Mary Miles Min- 
ter was able to convince the Realart 
officials of her popularity by the con- 
crete evidence of her lists of cor- 
respondents, which numbered far into 
the thousands. 

The letters which are courteous and 
intelligent supply the much-appreci- 
ated, and the only applause which the 
player receives. And from these let- 
ters the producers have been able to 
ascertain, in more than one case, tile 
type of play in which a star was most 
popular. But in view of the tremend- 
ous personal expense to which the 
better-known stars are put by their 
correspondence, I sometimes wonder 
whether all of this expense is justified. 
For I happen to know what it costs 
some players to answer fan mail and 
send photographs. 

Thomas Meighan and Wallace Reid 
receive equally as much epistolary af- 
fliction. Fortunately for them, the 
Lasky studio relieves its stars of the 
task of replying to the effusive bar-

her to use canceled stamps, thus sav- 
ing Uncle Sam the expense of hiring 
several extra clerks just to cancel the 
Pickford postage! 

The unfortunate thing about this 
correspondence is that so large a pro- 
portion of letters contain preposterous, 
and often insincere re- 
quests. 


These include proposals that the star 
marry or adopt the writer or give him 
—or her—a job; there are urgent in- 
vitations to appear as guest of honor 
at parties and receptions at far-away 
places; there ,are demands that the 
star purchase scenarios from the writ- 
er, sometimes with dire threats added, 
in case he should prefer not to do so: 
here are urgent and tearful appeals 
for clothing, money, and locks of hair. 
If Tony or Dick or Tommy attempted 
to grant these latter requests they'd 
have to play penitentiary-convict roles, 
their heads would be cropped so close- 
ly. 

Of course, the greatest number of re- 
quests are for photographs. ‘It is pez- 
fectly natural that admiring fans 
should want photographs of their fa- 
vorites. But if the fans had any idea 
of the way in which their requests—in 
the aggregate—were cutting down the 
stars’ salaries I think that more of 
them would inclose enough postage 
stamps to cover the expense of the 
photograph and the mailing. 

It is also rather discouraging to the 
players to know—as they do—that so 
many of their requests for photographs

outset, intelligent, appreciative, cour- 
teous letters, and even those which 
are honestly critical, are eagerly 
looked for, read, and answered, so far 
as the players’ time allows. 

The proportion of letters which fall 
into this class is so small that this is 
not so large a job as might be im- 
agined. 

But certain types of letters should 
be discouraged, if only to help relieve 
the overburdened secretarial and post- 
office forces. In order to point out to 
the fans,gome of the things to avoid 
when writing to a star, Miss Betty 
Blythe recently had widely circulated 
the list of “Don’ts” for correspondents.

Washington, January 8.—Federal 
aid for the construction of 9,630 
miles of national highways has been 
approved by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture. * Up to 
September 30, 1920, approval had 
been given for 855 projects, which 
form links in one or the other of the 
twenty-four mdrkedtrails which 
have been Jaid out by private asso- 
ciations to cross the country from 
east to west and north to south. 
The mileage which will be con- 
structed with federal aid on each 
of the several’ trails is shown in 
the following table:

“This legislation merely asks 
every industry to support its own 
workers. It is really good business. 
The highest minimum weekly wage 
so far decreed by any state is $16.50. 
Surely this is not too much. A de- 
cent minimum wage affords the 
broad-minded employer protection 


‘against unjust competition, and in- 


sures a self-supporting woman a 
wage sufficient~-at least to main- 
tain herself in respectability and 
good health. ' 

“If there is any one thing the 
women should do with: the vote, it 


is to back mp the women who are 
not getting : engugh to live on.”

Miss Mary McDowell, the gray- 
haired Chicago social worker, who

believe may be properly accepted as a basis on which to predicate 
our actiyities in-1921. We believe it a safe and sane program which 
can be put over with the facilities at the farmers’ command, and with- 
out larger expenditures than they should ‘be able te_make at this time. 
We think it will tend to put the state back on a proper economic 
basis more quickly than any other line of policy which can be pursued. 
We believe it will afford the farmer and the associated interests the 
largest measure of relief in the shortest time possible.

Hogs when pro- 
vided with sufficient grazing crops 
furnish a quick turnover on a rela- 
tively small investment.

Sweet Potatoes—One of the best 
supplemental cash crops for the’ 
Btate is sweet potatoes. The market 
demand for this southern-grown 


product can be greatly expanded. 
Every farm in the state must grow 
25 bushels more of this crop than 
was harvested in 1920 before\we 
have a sufficient quantity for home 
needs. ving is a crop that does 
fairly well ‘in either a.wet or dry 
ear. More care must be exercised 
n harvesting, storing and curing. 
It is safe to say that of the 13,- 
764,000 bushels grown last year, 
more than a fourth will rot this 
winter. Why not build a commu- 
nity storage house during the sum- 
mer and make plans immediateiy for 
the proper marketing and distribu- 
tion of the crop? ' 


Peanuts—For commercial pur- 
poses the area to this crop may be 
srread over all the light soils of the 
state. If the price offered for crush- 


ing is not satisfactory, angexcellent 
crop for grazing down with hogs 
hag been provided. Tests conducted 
at the Moultrie Packing plant have 
Shown that a proper ‘combination of 


{ Grazing Crops—Lay out a defi- 
nite system of grazing crops.for 
hogs. The Brazing areas should be 


established as nearly as possible on 
a twelve months’ basis. When this 
condition obtains im reality, then 
it will not be necessary to force 
about 75 per cent of the hogs for 
sale on the market during a period 
of about 90 days, as at present. Let 
us change this condition and dis- 
tribute the marketing of hogs 
throughout the year. 

Sheep—There is less than one 
twenty-third of a sheep per capita 
in Georgia. A profitable industry 
has literally gone to the dogs. 
Where there is permanent ' pasture 
and field grazing, each farm in the 
state *rould well affo to grow a 
sew sheep. provided the doz menace 
is guarded. 

There are large areas of land not 
now being utilized in different parts 
of Georgia which could be used to 


good advantage in furnishing graz- 
ing for sheep. Purebred rams, with 
native ewes, furnish an econemic 
source of food and income.

The county agents, for instance, 
working in co-operation with the 
farm bureau members aide the

Thus the 
farm bureau members and the coun- 
ty agents working co-operatively 
performed a service of substantial | 
proportions to the communities 
served. This is an auspicious be- 
ginning and represents a foretaste 
of the great benefits which may be 
expected to accrue to the farmers 
of Georgia when the farm bureau 
becomes established gn a state-wide

. THE PROBLEM 


FOR THE FARMER. 


-With the pendulum of prices for 
farm products reaching back beyond 
the normal position a most serious 
problem confronts the farmers in 
deciding what crops to grow in 1921 
The conditions which now obtain, 
however, can be successfully met 
and overconte through the institu- 
tion of a constructive program of 
production, marketing and distribu- 
tion. 

Under existing circumstances the 
farmer must of necessity adopt 
more nearly than ever before a care- 
fully thought out cropping plan. The 
situation in which we find ourselves 
offers an opportunity. This is the 
ti to actually put the state on 
a self-sustaining basis in the mat- 
ter of food raised for men and ani- 


mals. It is recognized tnat a great 
many farmers perhaps are already 
on this basis, but many are not. 
Besides, the non-producers are 
many since the urban population of 
the state 18 approximately 800,000. 

A careful survéy shows that our 
farmers will need to grow in 1921 
at present market prices at least 
$65,000,000 worth of food stuffs 
more than was harvested in 1920 in 
order to adequately maintain our 
human and animal population. Un- 
less we do this we will spend the 
sum indicated for the purchase of 
produced outside the 
state. To send money outside of 
Georgia for the purchase of such 
supplies under existing conditions is 
an indefensible policy. 

Then let the first thought. con- 
eerning a‘cropping plan for 1921 
be a determination on the part of 
the farmers backed by the bankers, 
supply merchants and all others, to 


vest these at the least cost so .as 


to be prepared for iow market 
prices should they prévail.

To feed therefore the 2,894,000 
people and the 4,973,000 farm ani- 
mals in Georgia, irrespective of any 
increase, we must grow the amount 
and variety of foodstuffs set forth 


above per farm. This indicates the 
nature, extent and character of the 
cropping system to inaugurate in 
1921. Certainly, since the state’s re- 
quirements are as indicated a sat 
isfactory home market should be 
easily found for these products. It 
is true, however, that one section 
of the state will need to be in 
close touch with the other sections 
in trade relations so that, say, 
sweet potatoes will not sell in one 
section to the retail trade at $2 
per bushel and in another section 
at 75c; or syrup at 40c per gallon 
in one locality, and at $1.25 a gal- 
lon in another. The marketing fa- 
cilities must be improved and the 
medium of exchange operated with- 
out ‘so many turns in the current 
from the grower to the consumer.

1920. There is a market within 
the state for 100,271,00 bushels .of 
corn. South Georgia farmers may 
have a surplus, but many in north 
Georgia will need it.‘ To obtain the 
increased yield either the acreage 
to this crop will have to be en- 
larged, or the average yield raised 
from 14.2 bushels per acre, as it 
was in 1920 to 20.8 bushels per acre 
in 1921. We must intensify cultI- 
vation to that end. 

Velvet Beans—We need and can 
use 750,000 tons of velvet beans in 
the state. It would add much to 


the fertility of the land and pro- 
vide the hogs and- cattle of the 
state with much essential feed if 
velvet beans were Planted in every 
acre of corn on which this crop 
will mature.

: Principle Is Ignored 
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q Present Teuton Crisis, Says Frank Simonds, 


Represents a Chronic Rather than Acute 
Trouble, Though. It Contains All the: Ele- 
ments That Might Lead to a New and Dis- 
turbing Situation — Attitude of British 
Toward France’s Ancient Enemy Alarms, 
But in no Wise Frightens the Govern- 
ment.

: Washington, D. C., January 3.—Perhaps as a warning against too 
_ extreme optimism at this interesting moment, the world is confronted 
- by still another German crisis at the outset of the New Year. In 
fo reality there is little new in the crisis itself: it is only one more 
» phase of the eternal German question, which the treaty of Versailles 
_ did not and could not settle. ‘The actual point at issue at the present 
= moment is the failure of Germany to comply with the disarmament 
conditions imposed upon her, both by the Paris agreement and by the 

later agreement at Spa. 

Of the merits of the dispute only 
one opinion can be held. Germany 
agreed to disarm, she has not com- 
plied with her agreement and the 
rea} difficulty lies in Bavaria, which 
defies the central government and 
persists in maintaining a military 


organization, itself more numerous 


than the whole armed force allowed 
Germany under the Paris settlement. 


The reports of the Bavarian course 
do not disagree and there is no ques- 
tion raised as to their accuracy; the 
sole issue is one of allied acceptance 


that while Germany had by no 
means fully complied with the treaty 
terms, who had so far disarmed that 
a reduction in the strength of the 
French army was possible. Lefevre 
contested this, was beaten and re- 
tired, but naturally his arguments 
found more than a passing hearing 
in France. 

This hearing was the more ready 
because of the lesson which lies in 
all French minds as a consequence

In reality the question of: British 
recovery from the war seems to 
come down to the problem of re- 
opening the Russian and German 
markets and particularily the Ger- 
man. But a new French occupation 
of German territory, a new German 
domestic disturbance, a civil war in 
Germany, any of these things would 
postpone to an unknown date the 
restoration of the German market 
and would thug prolong the evil 
situation in the British Isles. 


FRANCE WANTS 
EQUAL SECURITY. 


Thus the Lioyd-George cabinet has 
been under pressure all the time to 
exert its influence to compel the 
French to permit the eocnomic res- 
toration of Germany and to oppose 
French policies in Russia and Ger- 
many both. The fact that Ger- 
many’s course menaces French se- 
curity does not much affect the 
average British laboring man, as 
contrasted with the statesman; he 
does not care about that. Nor does 
he recognize that Britain obtained 
security by the detsruction of the 
German navy, but that Franec has 
yet to obtain equal security. These 
are too involved considerations, 
match weigh with statesmen but not 
with the general public and’matters 
which it is exceedingly hard for 
statesmen to make clear to their 
constituencies. 

As @ consequence the George has 
all along been in the difficult posi- 
tion of striving to moderate French 
activities and at the same time to 
preserve Anglo-French solidarity in 
the presence of domestic protest 
prompted by an unsympathetic and 
selfish view of French conditions. 
The difficulty, so far from being 
abolished, remains patent at the 
present moment. In point of fact 
the British government has not the 
smallest excuse for refusing to sup- 
port the French if they choose to 
act, because of German violations 
of the Spa agreement. But on the 
other hand, such French action 
would certainly arouse British pro- 
test and would probably postpone 
British industrial recovery at home. 


GERMAN SPEECHES 
AROUSE FRENCH 


Such are the more obvious cir- 
cumstances in the present situation. 
But ‘one has now to reckon with 


three nations upon each other. Thus

What arrives is a sort of 
deadlock which is fatal to the de

Germans to resist, but in the end 
exposes them to the consequences of 
their resistance, as in the case of 
the occupation of Frankfort last 
summer. 


No once can quite describe the 


situation in Germany today, with 
convincing accuracy. The French 


believe that the Germans are striv- 
ing to prepare a revanche, they see 
in German actions many indications, 
they are able to collect much evi- 
dence to prove that the old order, 
the old ideas, the old aspirations 
survive. and will prevail. The 
Frenchman, in fact, sees in the 
present Germany precisely the 
things which were so dangerous for 
him in the Germany of 1914, or for 
that in matter in the’ Germany of 
1870. And it is not possible to 
prove that the Frenchman may not 
be right. Moreover, it is for him a. 
question of lite and death, so his 
apprehensions are not surprising. 


BOTH ARE AT 
LOGGERHEADS 


As for the Engushman, he sees 
Germany crushed, her fleet gone, 
her power for resistance in con- 
temporary time abolished. He be- 
lieves that if she can get to work 


the dangers for the. future will be 
small. But he also recognizes for 
Britain the advantage if Germany 
does get to work and his judgment, 
like the Frenchman’‘s, is manifestly 
influenced by -his own personal 
stake in the situation. He thinks 
that the Frenchman’s failure to see 
the German situation as he sees it, 
is due to French. hatred of Ger- 
many and to what he regards as 
French chauvinism. The French- 
man regards the Englishman‘s fail- 
ure to see eye for eye with him, as 
proof of the Bnglishman’s betrayal 
of him for the profits to be realized 
in German trade.

The Germans, on their side, do 
frankly expect to obtain from the 
British assistance which will enable 


them to escape from the worst of 
the Versailles provisions. Quite 
stupidly, however, they fail to dis- 
tinguish between economic and mil- 
itary terms or to recognize that in 
the last analysis the British must 
and will support the French on mili- 
tary issues, whatever stand they 
may take upon industrial questions. 
This is demonstrated by the present 
erisis, in which the British course 
has so far been so correct as to 
silence French criticism. 


REPARATIONS 
ARE VITAL 


When all is said and done, how- 
ever, the present crisis is most im- 
portant when viewed in its relation 
to two great events which are to 
be expected in the present war, 
namely, the fixing of the total 
amount of German reparations and 
the holding of the plebiscite to de- 
cide the permanent allocation of the 
upper Silesian district, which is dis- 
puted by the Poles and the Ger- 
mans. In both cases the Germans 
are obviously maneuvering with the 
hope that they can, by using the 
military question, obtain concessions 
in the economic field, for the Sile- 
sian question is economic quite as 
much as political and the loss of the 
district will totally ‘change Ger- 
many’s rank as an industrial na- 
tion. 

But ‘the question of reparations is 
even more vital. France stands 
squarely on the ground that the 
treaty of Verasilles was a contract, 
signed as such by all nations repre- 
sented at Versailles and binding 
upon all nations which have ratified 
it. To France it represents the 
minimum of justice and the lowest 
possible estimate of condftions eés- 
sential to the solvency and safety of 
France, In the last ow years 
France. In the last two years 
francs in restoring the devastated 
regions and this vast expenditure 
has by no means completed or even 
half completed«the work. So far 
she has received not a single franc 
from Germany, nor is there any im- 
mediate prospect of any such pay- 
ment as is essential. 


$15,000,000,000 
IS LEAST SUM 


When it comes to fixing the sum 
of German reparations, France 
means to insist upon the naming of 
a sum which will cover her reinte- 
gration, but this sum will mean a 
total larger than British and even 
American experts now believe Gar- 
many can pay—and France is en- 
titled to no more than half of the 
total German payment. Thsu while 
the British and American experts 
would be inclined to fix the Ger- 
man capacity to pay at $15,000,000,- 
000, France cannot take less than 
this same sum without transferring 
to the backs of her own citizens 
burdens which properly belong on 
German shoulders. And nO French 
government could last an hour 
nen 3 acquiesced in such a trans- 
er.

DISARMAMENT 
INCOMPLETE 


This latter circumstance is too lit- 
tle appreciated by the people on 
this side of the water, although rec- 
ognized in Europe. Foch and Petain 
in the recent dispute over the short- 
ening of the period of service in the 
French army, pretty satisfactorily 
proved that France, today, can dis- 


pose of Germany with relative ease. 
Germany is not as complete disarm- | 


of the Napoleonic experience. After 
Jena and following the complete 
conquest of Prussia in 1806-7 Na- 
poleon imposed upon his defeated foe 
the most rigorous military terms 
conceivable, terms which rigidly 
limited the strength of the Prussian 
army and aimed at preventing Prus- 
sia from regaining @#H- military 
strength. Yet Prussia managed to 
evade those terms and eight years 
later to play a decisive part in the 
overthrow of Napoleon. France does 
not mean to be caught the same way 
again. 


COMPLICATED 
GERMAN STATUS 


The Leygues cabinet is very weak 
and may fall at any moment. It has 
weathered the storm over the reduc- 
tion of the army, but it cannot hope 
to stand, if it submits to the Bava- 
rian violation of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles a vilolation which strikes at 
the very root of all the French con- 
ceptions of the treaty of Versailles 
is a guarantee against future Ger- 
man aggression. France can, there- 
fore, with perfect justice insist upon 
the right, established at Spa, of oc- 
cupation of German territory and 
it can ask Britain for support, pro- 
vided it can prove, and this is sim- 
ple, that the Germans have violated 
their pledges. 

The German situation is not less 
complicated. The German govern- 
ment is also very weak, it has lost 
ground steadily in past months. It 
ig pushed on one side by the old 
Junker elements, which sympathize 
wholly with the Bavarian attitude. 
Indeed many Prussians are now in 
Munich aiding and abetting in the 
Bavarian action. It is pushed in 
the other direction by the socialists, 
who have no desire to enter into a 
new contlict with France, who re- 
sent the growth of monarchist and 
reactionary strength, who seek to 
eliminate, not sutfer to return, the 
agents of the old order. 


USE OF STRIKE 
AGAINST BREWERIES 


If Bavaria refuses to obey the 
German government—and it does— 


not only will the government lack 
the troops to enforce obedience, but 
cannot depend on such troops as it 
has, since the army remains in the 
hands ot the old order. But the 
socialists, the labor elements, the 
republicans as contrasted with the 
monarchists, now propose to use the 
weapon of the strike a nst the 
Bavarians. Thus the uhr coal 
miners can compel the government 
to refuse to ship coal'to Bavaria, 
under threat of refusing to produce 
coal at all. The result would. be 
the prostration of Bavarian indus- 
try. But Barvaria, on her side, may 
meet this chahNenge by some separa- 
tist step, which would destroy Ger- 
mn unity. . 

One must recogniez the fact, how- 
ever exaggerated the conclusions 
sometimes drawn from it, that there 
is a marked anti-Prussian spirit in 
Bavaria, as well as an eevn stronger 
conservative sentiment, which is 
netly hostile to the more radical 
ideas prevailing in portions of Prus- 
sia, notably in the highly industrial- 
ized regions of the west. A Ba- 
varian secession, followed by the 
recall of thé*™Bavarian dynasty, even 
the effort to establish this Wittels- 
bach dynasty in place of the Hohen- 
rollern, ig not out of the possibili- 
ties. Moreover, all Germans know 
well that France would welcome 
any break between necrth and south 
Germany for obvious reasons.

such a case, for all France feels 
with equal intensity that Germany 
must pay and disarm. And there is 
no power in the world which in the 
last analysis could interfere effec- 
tively. For France alone remains 
a great military power. Most Ger- 
mans perceive this and that is why 
Germany has, in most instances, 
capitulated, once she has been sure 
France would act and that neither 
the British nor the Americans would 
interpose. 


BAVARIAN 
SECESSION 


The Bavarian dispute, however. 
raised a new issue, for German unity 
is involved and the attempt of the 
German government to exert forte 
and te coerce Bavaria might lead to 
Bavarian secession. If that came 
France might be expected to sup- 
port, rather than to attack Bavaria, 
since French policy would welcome 
the restoration of the old separa- 
tion between north and south Ger- 
many. Thus to carry out the treaty 
of Versailles and to compel Bavaria 
to conform to French demands, 
might end by serving French pur- 
poses and shattering German unity. 

In reality the present crisis does 
not seem as acute as that of last | 
summer, because there is much more 
community of action on the part of . 
the British and the French. The 
French are so far proceeding me- 
thodically, establishing their case 
while the British are recognizing 
the fact that they are bound by 
their own promsies, if France proves 
her case. Still there is an unmis- 
takable feeling in Great Britain that 
the French are .txaggerating the

WRING ECONOMIC 
CONCESSIONS

SECRETARY'S JOB 
NOT AN EASY ONE 


Expert’s Idea of Secre- 
tarial Work Good Basis 
for Business Man’s Qual- 
ifications.

What a secretary's education 
should consist of, what qualities. of 
character he must possess, how 
much initiative he ought to demon- 
strate, how great an influence he is 
expected to exert—these are sever- 
al among a number of phases of 
the “Elements of Secretarial Suc- 
cess.” 

In the first place, the secretary 
must have a natural liking for his 
work. If he does not he starts with 
@ handicap. 

No matter what education a secre- 
tary has had, his work is of such a 
character that he ust carry on 
his’ education unendingly. He must 
improve himself by study on the 
widest possible scale, through such 
books as have been suggested in va- 
rious meetings as helpful secreta- 
rial literature. He should find time 
to read extensively in order that he 
may measure up mentally with his 
directors in the knowledge of eco- 
nomics, finance, transportation, mu- 
nicipal administration, social  sci- 
ence, political economy, town plan- 
ning, etc. 

A secretary must acquire learn- 
ing for his profession semewhat 
comparable to the professional pre- 
paredness of the engineer, the law- 
yer, and the doctor. But learning 
by itself, without the faculty'.of 
translating it into action, will be 
practically worthless. A secretary 
must, therefore, have that faculty. 
While we cannot all have fluent 
powers of speech, every secretary 
should undertake to acquire suffi- 
cient ability in public Crete ¢ to 
be able to express himself concisely 
and effectively in any gathering. 
Many men of-great ability, lackin 
have been no 


have been seriously impaired and 
caneere to many worthy projects 
ost. 

The secretary must not neglect 
the primary purposes of his office— 
keeping good records, proceedings, 
and staying within his budget, and 
a controlling idea should be to so 
understand his work that a given 
object, even the unanticipated, can 
be accomplished with a minimum 
of expense. Anyone can do almost 
anything if he has unlimited money 
to spend, but we do not generally 
have that, and it should be a secre- 
tary’s ambition to be able to ac- 
complish any desired piece of work 
with whatever regular force he has 
and with whatever committee serv- 
ice he may command. 


Avoid Entanglements. 


Also, in all of the _  secretary’s 
work, if he would enjoy a happy 
existence, he must sedulously avoid 
any entanglements with any small 
number, clique or class. Such en- 
tanglements will sooner or later en- 
snare him in embarrassing situa- 
tions and difficulties from which the 
only relief will be his resignation. 
He will get along better with his 
membership if he considers them all 
on a parity, with the exception, of 
course, of those to whom he is im- 
mediately subject to direction. 

The secretary mugt bear in mind 
that in his relations with the pub- 
lic he is generally the official 
spokd@sman, the first one with 
whom an outsider comes in con- 
tact. He must establish and main- 
tain the proper relation toward the 
ders all committeés and the mem- 

ership at large. He should know 
his place, and the qualities outlined 
earlier in this presentation estab- 
lish that. He should fill it with 
proper dignity, bearing in mind 
that he is expected to be the per- 
sonification of the organization. He 
should, through his own personal- 
ity and ability, command the con- 
fidence of his directors and all oth- 
ers. He must be amenable to the 
judgment of his superiors regard- 
less of his own views, and must not 
get peeved if his board rejects some 
plan or idea he has proposed. They 
will, however, welcome and respect 
his ideas if properly developed and 
presented. : 

The secretary should be _ ever 
ready with suggestions, as he is the 
manager of the big corporation, and 
fhe should be giving thought to 
ending and mpending subjects 
ong before they are brought up for 
consideration. He is paid to do that. 
In other words, he should be pre- 
pared with information and material 
for his various committees, etc., re- 
alizing, furthermore, that in pre- 
senting a matter for consideration 
he should expect and be ready to 
carry out any work that may be 
delegated back to him.

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*The New Georgia Workmen’s 
Compensation Act 


By ROBERT 8. PARKER. 
General Counsel, Georgia Manufacturers’ Association. 


The last of a series of six articles setting forth the fundamental ‘principles of 
Workmen's Compensation laws in general, 


and especially the Georgia laws which go 


There remain to be considered in 
this series of brief articles a few 
porvisions of interest. As has been 
heretofore pointed out, every em- 
ployer in the state of Georgia regu- 
larly employing ten or more per- 
sons in the same business within 
the state is subject to the act, ex- 
cept common carriers using steam 
as a motive power, all interstate 
carriers, farmers and charitable in- 
stitutions. Counties and municipal 
corporations are within the act. Em- 
ployers of domestic servants are 


‘ 


not affected in so far as concerns 
the relationship between the em- 
ployer and the domestic servant. 

Naturally all employees of the 
employers affected are also within 
the act. Employees’ technically 
designated “casual. employees’— 
that ls employees unrelated to any 
regular business of the employer 
are, however, not within the act. 

All persons, whether employers or 
employees,. have the right to reject 
the provisons of the act by giving 
notice of such rejection in the man- 
ner provided in the act. In the ab- 
sence of such notice all persons 
subject to the act are presumed to 
have accepted the same. Notice of 
rejection must be given to the in- 
dustrial commission and _ served 
upon the employer or employee (as 
the case may be) of the person re- 
jecting. Such notice is served, in 
the case of an employer, on all of 
his employees; and in the case of an 
employee upon the employer. AS 
heretofore pointed out, however, an 
employer rejecting the act cannot 
defenda suit for damages brought 
against him at common iaw by an 
empioyee upon the common law 
principles of contributory negli- 
gence, negligence of a teliow Ser- 
vant or the assumption of risk. If 
an employee rejects the act, 
naturally such aefenses may be 
urged in any suit which he may 
bring against the employer, 

Who Must insure. 


All employers subject to the act 
are requirea to carry workinens 
compensation insurance, providing 
lor ruli coverage against aii iiavii- 
icy for compensation payinents, Upon 
application to the inuustrial com- 
mission the cOMmiSsl0n May, iu its 
uliscretion, allaw the employer to De 
uiscretion, aliow tae empioyer tu De 
inay, nowever, require Os Sei-in- 
surer a Suitable bund or other in- 
demuity to protect against iiaviiity 
10r COumpensalion payinents. sersons 
contractors must, .vr their oWn pro- 
contractors must, for tneir own pro 
tection, see to it that ail Sud-Ccun- 
tractors carry compensation insur- 
ance, because lor the purposes ol

There are other provisons con- 
tained in the act which might be ot 
interest, but it iS impossipie- to re- 
view the same in the brietr scope of 
these articies. 

In conclusion, the writer deésires 
to repeat tnat tne act, altnougn 
new to Georgia, is not revoiutiou- 
ary in the sense that it presents a 
new and untried system, Compen- 
sation laws having receivea alinost 
universal adoption in all the states, 
have become tixed @s a part of the 
economic system of this country. 

The original Amefican laws were 
based in iarge part upon the pro- 
visions of the Mngilisn act. Tnere 
@re, therefore, a iarge number of 
court decisions construing work- 
men’s compensation laws and plac- 
ing judicial interpretations upon 
provisions ‘which are common to 
nearly all of the laws. When the 
legislature of Georgia adopted a 
workmen’s compensaion law it, 
thenefore, inaugurated a system 
me ade oe established, fortified 
and clarified by judicial interpre- 


tation.

The burden of compensation pay- 
ments should not weight to any ap- 
ere extent upon the eamlever.

ARTICLE VI.—Miscellaneous Provisions of the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Law. 


The duty of making: reports to the 
industrial commission in cases of 
injury and the duty of making the 
other reports necessary, while 
laced on the employer, are usually 
n fact performed for him by his 
insurance carrier. With regard to 
the average business, it is probable 
that the insurance rates will be 
very little higher and in some cases 
actually less than the rates which 
have heretofore obtained in the 
familiar employers’ liability pol- 
icies. 

The writer has not attempted in 
this series of brief articles to give 
any exhaustive analysis of the act 
nor any elaborate or technical re- 
view of its various provisions. The 
attempt has been solely to give a 
“bird's-eye” view of the entire 
legislative scheme in order that 
readers of The Constitution might 
form a general idea of the scope 
and purpose of the act and of the 
underlying theory of all workmen’s 
compensation laws. 


INSURANCE MONEY IS 
BUILDING MORE HOMES 


In response to the nation-wide 
cry for shelter and reduced living 
costs, the life insurance companies 
of this country for the first. ten 


months of 1920 have loaned more 
than $230,000,000 on city and farm 
real estate mortgages, according: to 
Haley Fiske, of the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance company, of New 
York. 

The companies have the enormous 
sum of §$2,082,000,000 invested in 
bonds and mortgages throughout 
the country, almost equally divided 
between farms and cities, and have 
made commitments for many mil- 
lions more, One company alone hav- 
ing puromised nearly $50,000,000 in 
loans not yet closed. 

Mr. Fiske stated that real estate 
mortgage loans now made up more 
than 30 per cent of the assets of 
American life insurance companies. 


Don’t Throw Up the Sponge. 


With the holiday shopping season 
at hand, a stimulation in business 
can be expected. A gradual lower- 
ing of prices of nearly all -com- 
modities has produced some _  ac- 
tivity, but mostly where reductions 
were advertised extensively. 

In their @é@ndeavor to clean out 
high-pricgd goods, dealers are forc- 
ing sales to the limit, in order to 
be ready for fresh spring goods at 
a probable lower level.sClose and 
earnest co-operation between man- 
ufacturer, jobber and retailer will 
produce a better effect on the pub- 
lic by inspiring confidence. 

Looking into the future will do 
more good than considering your 
present plight. Put your shoulder 
to the wheel and push. If expenses 
can be cut, do it. If advertising will 
do some good, do it. Re-arrange 
your stock and re-decorate your 
window. Hang up some good signs 
in your window and-your store. This 
is no time to “throw up the 
sponge.” What is needed fs a look 
into the future, strong courage and 
determination.—Southwark National 


COMING OUR WA¥ 
FROM’ FAR EAST 


A shipment of gold from India— 
the first yellow metal to be de- 
livered in this country since the 
movement from China and India 
commenced recently—has just been 
received by the Guaranty Trust 
company of New York. The ship- 
mént .is precurrent’ to a general 
movement, the trust company says, 
which should bring to the United 
States a very substantial amount of 
gold and which is responsible, inci- 
dentally, for the firmer tone of the 
rupee and tae] rates which has been 
noticed lately. 

Concerning events leading up to 
the present movement of gold from 
the far east, the company says: 

“All the visible stocks of silver, 
including ‘the silver dollars sold to 
Great Britan under the Pittman 
act, were insufficient to settle the 
trade balance rolled up against the 
world by India and by:.China dur 
ing the war. No silver being avail- 
able, gold was resorted to, and 
yellow metal was shipped to Bom- 
bay, Calcutta, Singapore, Hong- 
kong and Shanghai from South 
Africa, via London, from Australia 
and from both New York and San 


Francisco. India and China ab- 
sorbed gold by the tens of millions, 
but their rates of exchange con- 
tinued to soar until March of last 
year when the rupee was quoted in 


the neighborhood of 48 cents and 
the tael as high as $1.70. These high 
rates not alone attracted: gold, but 
also commodities in large amounts, 
with the result that the trade bal- 
ances were first settled and thén 
reversed. The commodity panic 
attendant upon the readjustment 
period in both ee and the 
United States virtually wiped out 
the Indian and Chinese export trade 
over night, and in something like 
eight months the rupee went from 
.48 cents to 25 cents and the tael 
from $1.70 to 70 cents. 

Expressed in terms of taels and 
rupees, Chinese and Hindus have 
about 100 per cent profit in their 
gold and, in view of the famine in 
China and the hard times prevail- 
ing throughout the fer east, the 
Orientals are now taking their 
profits in the way of sales of gold 
and the metal in the market is of- 
fered at prices which represent a 
discount of about 6 per cent. 

Gold usually flows to the nearest 
premium. market, and, in the case 
of India, Yokohama was the first 
absorber. he weight of this metal 
shortly began to tell on the Yen 
rate,.which quickly fell from 51 1-2 
cents to less than 48 cents, thereby 
making further exports unprofita- 
ble. There remains one premium 
market for the shipment of gold, 
and that ts the United States. This 
explains the movement of gold from 
Bombay to New York and from 
Shanghal and Hongkong to San 
Francisco.

Unemployment to 
Keep Up Business 


Combat unemployment and make 
possible a normal purchasing capac- 
ity among the great mass of people, 
is urged by J. H. Tregot, executive 
secretary of the National Associa- 
tion of Credit Men, in his January 
letter to the 33,000 manufacturers, 
jobbers and bankers who comprise 
the membership of that institution 
which has affiliated organizations 
in 130. cities throughout the coun- 


try. 

“Tht business mén of this coun- 
try must do their utmost to prevent 
unemployment in the United States 
during the coming months,” writes 
Mr. Tregoe. “The problem. of pre- 
venting unemployment is the serious 
thing of the moment and should be 
given earnest attention. 

“Tt is with complete confidence 
that we approach the dawn of a 
new year. The inventory season is 
now here. In the taking of the in- 
ventory valuations should be made 
at replacement iprices and book 
losses assumed now rather than de- 
ceive ourselves by taking stocks at 
vee that have gone and which 
will not return. It will mean a 
large shrinkage in many enter- 
prises, but banks and the husiness 
world generally are fully informed 
as to the reason of the shrinkage. 

“Despite depression and uncer- 
tainty. we take heart in the fact 
that the capital savings of the year 
should be as large as in pre-war 
years. The savings fund has large- 
ly increased and. more people than 
ever before are now drawing in- 
terest on their savings. The po- 
tential buying power of the nation 
has diminished but little. The pres- 
ent period is recuperative and by 
exercising good sense, we can keep 
industries moving in a moderate 
fashion. and our people generally

community has the problem of its 
slipping church. What that church

Rev. McDonough talks from ex- 
perience. 

Two years ago attendance at his 
church had dwindled to almost 


nothing. It. seemed that the thing 
to do was to close the doors and 
advertise the property for sale. 
Then the elders decided to try an 
experiment which since has been 
watched with the closes: interest 
by Chicago’s leading churchmen. 
They installed a business manager 
—Thomas E. Bodin, former Y. M. C. 
A. secretary. 

Today the church is one of the 
livest places in the community— 
with a clubhouse and gymnasium. 
The occasional oyster supper and 
bazar has been replaced’ by all-the- 
year-around activities. Amuse- 
ment, dancing, nging ind = ath- 
l.tics. Its membership ‘increased 
from 200 to 1,000, or 500 per cent. 

“It's:.wonderful what pep.-and 
business managemept can do in a 
church,” Rev. ] nough said to- 
day. “All the young folks crowd 
to: church now. ‘We don’t worry 
about the movies or dances attract- 
ing them away from us. It always 
has been harder to get the young, 


folks.

Is Planning 


School Orchestral Concerts 


Miss Kate Harralson, director of 
music in Atlanta public schools. has 
begun an effort to. arrange for or- 
chestral concerts at the Auditorium 
for her pupils. She believes it 
might be advisable to hold such 
concerts on Sunday. 

“We are endeavoring to cultivate 
a love for good music in the ehil- 
dren of Atlanta public schools,” she 
said Saturday. “Toward this end 
we use talking machines to ac- 
quaint them as best we can with the 
work of the best composers. But 
what Atlanta needs is a series of 
orchestra concerts for its school 
children to give them a keener ap- 
preciation of music and to teach 
them to listen to music. I don’t see 
how anyone could object to concerts 
with this purpose being held on 
Sunday at the Auditorium. But, al- 
though I’ve talked over my plan 
with the director of one of the 
largest orchestras here, I’ve been 


able to make no headway yet toward 
arranging such concerts. 

. “JT also believe that orchestras 
should be organized at the schools, 
with members chosen from the pu- 
pills, but we have no equipment’ for 
that now. It would also be a great 
step forward if we could introduce 
instrumental instructions into the 
schools. It would be impossible. 
however, even to attempt that unless 
I had assistants and the necessary 
equipment.” 

The need of instruction in instru- 
mental music in the public schools 
probably will be laid before the 
board of education in a short while. 
At a recent demonstration at Lee 
Street ‘school. A. S. Pinckney. of 508 
Atlanta National Bank building. 
proved that children who had never 
before studied music could be 
taught at once to play simple airs 
on the piano by means of an objec- 
tive method originated by him.

‘+ Message From President General 


We are beginning a mew year of 
In this mew year I 
want to emphasize the national 
character of our gociety and its 
work. The power, the value and 


opportunity. 


the influence of the ndtional so- 


ciety all depend upon keeping the 
national idea uppermost. Our chap- 


4 ters are merely groups of national 


society members banded together 
“for purposes of convenience” to do 
our national society’s work and ad- 
yance its objects in the various lo- 
calities where they are formed. The 
chapters are valuable working units 
of our national organization; they 
are themselves the nationa] so-\ety 
working in groups. They may take 
up purely -state:’ or local objects 
which are in keeping with the gen- 
eral patriotic objects of the scciety 
—but these are secondary. The first 
duty of every chapter is to do its 
share in the national work of the 
organization, undertaken by vote of 
the state’ and chapter representa- 
tives in our congress or on the na- 
tional board. 


“It is this national scope of our 


work which brings us the recogni- 
tion we receive from our govern- 
ment, from the public at large and 
from other organizations which are 
constantly seeking our endorsement 
or co-operation. It is the national 


character of our patriotic service 
which entitled us to receive our 
charter from the United States gov- 
ernment, under which we are 
obliged to report annually to the 
United States. It is this national 
character by reason of which -we 
enjoy exemption of our property 
from all taxation, and of our enter- 
tainments from war taxation of 
their proceeds—for they are exempt 
by a ruling of the federal] authori- 
ties.on the ground of our educa- 
tional objects. 

What are the big national things 
we have done in the past and must 
keép on doing in the future? 

First and foremost there was the 
awakening of the spirit of Ameri- 
canism; the revival of a true and 
vital patriotism; the teaching of 
American ideals. There was the re- 
vival of interest fn American his- 
tory and the aims and ideals of the 
forefathers. There was the preser- 
vation of fast vanishing records. 
There was the promoton of a real- 
izing sense of all that America 
stands for in the world. There was 
the teaching of the duties and 
solemn privilege of citizenship. 


memorials to perpetuate the mem- 
ory of patriotic’ deeds and hold them 
up as an example to be followed. 

Of these memorials the greatest 
is Memarial Continental Hall, built 
by the concerted efforts of all our 
chapters—the visible monument of 
all that our society stands for in 
thus perpetuating the spirit os the 
American revolution. There is the 
land back of it, similarly bought 
and paid for, which we loaned rent 
free to the government—a patriot): 
service during the war. 

There are the magazine and the 
lineage books, both o” them vaiu- 
able historical and genealogical 
publications, the magazine being 
also a valuable influence for 
Americanism. There was the rais- 
ing of the Liberty loan fund for our 

overnment during the war; the 

illoloy fund for stficken France; 
the concerted work for the support 
of French orphans, and all other 
war work suggested by the na- 


tional society. 
It is our national work that has 


made our society great and influen- 
tial. Let us remember this. It is 
the continuance and enlargement of 
this national work that is going to 
make ua @fi asset to our government 


and tp America. 
Staté an local work must be 


done, but not at the expense of na- 
tional work. Our power as a #9- 
ciety consists in these three fields 
of service—the nation, the state, 
the locality of each chapter, but tne 
greatest of these is the nation. Our 
national work is your work as 
members of the national society. 
You cann»t ce chapter meombcrs 
without being national = society 
members first. Therefore, ‘loyalty 
to our national work, and active 
support of it, are the first duty of 
every member, state and chapter of 
our splendid national organization. 

May our society, and every part 
of it, makeegood its wonderful op- 
portunities all through the coming 


year.

Immigrants’ Manual 


Letter to state 
Americanization, 
Akerman: 


“I am writing you in the interests 
of the ‘Manual of Information for 
Immigrants,’ which is in my charge 
as one of the vice chairmen of our 
national committee on patriotic 
education and Americanization. 

“This manual is one of the hig 
national undertakings of our soe 
ciety, recommended by the presi- 


dent general, Mrs. G_orge Maynard 
Minor, and adopted by the national 
board of management. It is now 
being compiled by experts, but can- 
not be published until we have a 
fund on hand large enough to meet 
the printing and other expenses in- 
cident to publication.. The national 
board voted that the states be ask- 
ed to contribute to this fund in 
proportion to their membership, at 
the rate of 25 cents a member, every 
state to raise its proportion in 
what ever way it thinks best. 

The president general has writ- 
ten of this plan in her message 
published in the magazine and 
urges its rapid consummation. Our 
national chairman on patriotic edu- 
cation and Americanization, Mrs. 
Edward Lansing Harris, has pre- 
sented it to all the chapters in her 
first general bulletin distributea 
through the state chairmen. 

“I am now writing to ask for a2 
report of what you are doing in 
your state to raise your proportion 
of this fund, and how soon I may 
look for its payment? I am, in 
reality, waiting for the money be- 
foré I can proceed with my part of 
the work, for the book is nearly 
ready for the press. 

“Will you, in consultation with 
your state regent (to whom a copy 
of this letter has been sent), take 
steps to raise your state’s contribu- 
tion as soon as you possibly can 
and see that it is sent through your 
State treasurer to the treasurer 
general? 

“This is a work of urgent patriot- 
ism. It is not merely a question of 
philanthropy toward the immigrant, 
but of self-preservation 
country. Anything that we can do 
to lighten the mass of ignoranve 
that now falls a prey to the cease- 
less agitation of the radical will be 
of enduring service to the whole 
nation. It is a national probieia 
which affects the welfare of every 
state, whether it has a foreign 
population or not.

The fact remains 
that these exercises will tend to in- 
crease one’s height and will improve 
one’s carriage. Afhything which does 
that is well worth the effort.

Reverée and bal- 
ance yourgelf on the toes of the right 
foot extending the left arm and left 
leg in parallel lines. 

The second exercise looks very simple, 
but is in reality quite difficult. To at- 
tain this position, one first extends the 
arms high above the head and then rises 
wp the toes. From this position, bend 
siowlng’ Backward as far as possible. 
Keep your balance on the toes all the 
while. It might be well to practice this 
at first standing near a wall.

HILE formerly the 
favors for novelty 
dances and chil- 
dren’s parties con- 
stituted a severe 
tax on the mod- 
erate purse, things 
are different now. 
Fortunately for 
the hostess, the 
development of 
crepe paper into 
an art material of 
infinite adaptabil- 
ity has made it 
possible for any 
one endowed with 
originality and 
good taste to 


create and execute her own designs at 
trifling cost, not only effecting 4 finan- 
clal saving of from §% to 7 per cent, 
but imparting also to her handiwork 


that valuable little touch of individ- 


uality. ‘ 

A notably effective form of favor, as 
well as one of the easiest to reproduce, 
is the decorated wand. Carried by the 
dancers the kaleidoscopic whirl and in- 
terblending of color is veautiful, giving 
to the ballroom the appearance of a 
tiower garden suddenly endowed with 
life. 

Common wooden dowels three feet 
long form the foundation. They are ob- 
tainable at any hardware store and cost 
a few cents. The decorations consist 
of giant tissue poppies a foot or more 
across, mamnioth ruses, chryganthe- 
mums or fleur de lis, and lotus blossoms, 
which offer an enormous range of color 
and can be readily fashioned on steme 
of heavy wire. The latter are fastened 
in turn to thé dowels—a single bril- 
liant bloasom at the end of each wooden 


“stalk’’—by winding a strip of green . 


crepe spirally around dowel and 
together, adding crepe paper foliage 
the winding progresses.

For children’s parties the dowels may 
be utilized as flag poles, the printed 
flags being taken from patriotic crepe 
paper and attached with paate after 
the staff has been wound with narrow 
Paper 
liberty caps for little girls and cocked 
hats for the boya, together with mili- 
tery. sashes and epaulets, will delight 
the juvenile heart; and thus equipped 
the little guests can be royally encer- 
tained for an hour or more, gimply 
by hearing patriotic airs of the piano, 
and being allowed to march with the 
rhythmic ewing all children love. 

Young people delight in making noise. 
An inexpensive method of aiding them 
in this ambition is to purchase a quan- 
tity of cheap, pasteboard horng and 
convert them into flowers by pasting 
overlapping rose or poppy petals 
around the large ends, and covering 
the rest.smoothly with green crepe.

Dinner and luncheon favora are, of 
course, emall in seize, and usually of 
a useful as well ag an ornamental na- 
ture. Dainty little needlebooks can be 
made by cutting out and mounting two 


of the butterflies previously mentioned, _ 


fastening them ‘together with ribbon 
hinges, and placing fine flannel ribbon 
leaves between. By replacing the flan- 
nel with leaves of waxed paper, the 
needlebooks become stampbooks..

James Cox Brady After 
a Courtship That Began 
in New York’s Latin 
Quarter 


DISTINGUISHED couple have 

been married with the pomp and 

splendor of high aristocracy in 
Westminster Cathedral of London. West- 
minster is one of the most august of 
ecclesiastical edifices. It is a magnifi- 
cent old Gothic pile over with centuries 
of royal distinction have run, in which 
baptisms, weddings and funerals of the 
high and the great have been cele- 
brated with replendent formalism for 
many generations. The couple recently 
wedded in this exalted place of worship 
are distinguished folk, Americans with- 
out crowns or feudal insignia, to be sure, 
but Americans who stand high—high in 
_ mgney, high in prestige. 


Fhe 1 e nan Is James Cox Brady, multi- 
millionaire, society man and familiar of 
“ani of, Europe. The woman is 
a \great beauty,* Helen McMahon, 
wealthy herself and winner of g notable 
beauty contest a few years ago in which 
she was pronounced’ by g jury of Bromi- 
nent American artists: “The most 
characteristic American beauty.” 

This, then, is an important marriage 
that was celebrated in Westminster Ca- 
thedral. Where did the romance, thus 
climaxed,. begin? Where did this dis- 
tinguishe iP ol find each other? They 
found each other in Greenwich Village. 
They met and held courtship in the 
freakish bohemian haunts of New York’s 
art crowd in Greenwich Village. Ro- 
mance beginning in a bohemian resort 
and clmaxing in Westminster Cathedral 
is an odd spectacle. It was an odd ro- 
mance, 

Greenwich, Village is a queer place, 
the remains of a one-time quarter of the 
aristocratic and the rich now standing 
on the fringe of slums. It first underwent 
the usual fate of rundown swell sections. 
Business moved uptown. The slums ex- 
panded toward uptown. The high class 
residential quarter fled uptown Its 
*abandoned mansions awaited the slum 
dweller or the wrecking crew and rented 
for a stanza of a song. They stood on 
Washington Square Park. This and low 
rents attracted artists. The quarter be- 
canie known as ap artists’ colony. It 
gained prestige. The artistic and the 
wear artistic broke their necks moving in, 
Rents went to the sky and the quarter 
was preserved. Studios, wsthetic tea- 
rggms and all sorts of, resorts grew all 
around to care for the “artists” and for 
the throngs of uptown people who want- 
ed a glimpse of the free mad life of 
hehemia. 

The regular frequenters of Greenwich 
Village are a strange crowd of dabblers 
with paint and ink, of loams and char- 
latans, The most conspicuous character- 
‘sti¢ about them is that they are end- 
lcssly impecunious, or appear to he. 
Even those who have money bear the 
nohemian air of being broke all the time. 
‘Nobody would suspect that there were 
millionaires among them. And yet there 
are. That is one of the points made by 
the case of the couple who met in Green- 
wich Village and were married in West- 
minster Cathedral. They were fellows 
of the village, scribblers and lauders. 
Phey were high and mighty people and 
are described as follows: 

The late Anthony N. Brady was one‘ of 
the notable financiers of his time. He 
crepes, in the famous day for great 

capitalists, the day of Fiske, Gould and 


Vanderbitt He was 9 prominent per- 


‘son in every way and when he died he 
left a fortune of $70,000,000. His son, 
James Cox Brady, was named the ex- 
ecutor of the estate and succeeded to the 
honors of his father. 

. This heir of a splendid fortune lived 


the life of a man of influence and wealth 
Misfortune, though, did not avoid him. 
He married Miss Elizabeth Hamilton, 
of Albany, N. ¥., a young lady of a first 
rate family. Three children were born 
to them. Mrs. Brady was killed in 1912 
in one of those New Haven Railroad 
wrecks which were occurring with ap- 
palling regularity in those days.

Lady Vicfbria Mary Pery, daughter af 
the Earl and Gouyntess of Limerick.

HE unveiling of three statues, in- 
cluding a nude called “‘The Little 


Lady of the Dew,” during the 
celebration of the 125th anniversary of 
little old St. Mark’s-in-the-Bouwerie— 
formerly the private chapel of Petrus 
Stuyvesant, Captain General and Gov- 
ernor in Chief when New York. was 
Dutch territory <n the seventeerth cen- 
tury—has caused a furor in ecclesiastical 
and artistic circles. 


Secluded under the portico of the 
quaint old church now stand two gi- 
gantic figures, “Aspiration” and “In- 
spiration,” modeled by Sclon Borglunl, 
brother cf the well known sculptor, Gut- 
zon Borglum. No one can deny that “As- 
piration” and “Inspiration” are fitting 
subjects for church sculpture, but criti- 
cism has been launched ggainst, Mr Bor- 
glum’s in erpretat.scn. or. has. chosen 
Indian figures, nine feet tall and mod- 
eled in the rough, ungainly fashion of 
the present day, Lecause he felt that the 
Indian, represents the only unhyphenated 
American and because he believes that 
in the savage, the primitive man, is the 
source cf aspiration and inspiration. 


In “The Little Lady of the Dew,” set 
in a deep niche at the western side of the 
churchyard, he has. portrayed innocence, 
chastity and beauty—virtues which should 
not’ be, barred from any churchyard. 
This kneeling figure of muidenly virtue. 
is done in the smooth, flowing lines of 
classic sculpture, and was completed sev- 
eral years ago——before Mr. Borglum’s 
soul was tried in the crucible of the 
World War. — 

The Rev. John Roach Straton, who has 
achieved considerable phblicity through 
his vice crusades in the cabarets and in 
exposing the “night sife’ of New York, 
has declared that he can see no reason 
for putting pagan nude statues in a 
churchyard, even if he did believe in the 
nude in art—which he dues not. : 

The noted sculptor, Lorado Taft, of 
Chicago, damned the nude in art »v {faint 
praise the other day. When askeg if 
such figures in the nuce would not 
prove harmful to the youth of our coun- 
try he replied: 

“How can such figures hurt youth, 
when there are cabarets on almost every 
corner where much of the anatomy in 
real flesh can be seen?” (° 

A minister from Detroa't who saw the 
latest acquisition of St. Mark’s clear- 
ly» expressed his condemnation. “Our 
wHole Protestant religior,” he said, “has 
endeavored to shut out the emotional 
and sensual. We rebelled from the or- 
nate architecture, the dramatic and sen- 


sual in music, in sculpture and decora-— 


tive painting, from the in- 
cense and chanting of the 
Romanist ritual. We have 
worshiped the Almighty in 
plain, bare edifices. 
“At the time of the Re- 
naissance in Italy, when 
the Church inspired the 
greatest in the art and literature of ne 
time, what happened? More and moré” 
liberties weve taken. The pagan Greek 
and Roman arts were revived and the 
churches became the resting places for 
all that was decadent in art. Then fol-. 
lowéd the decline in the Renaissance and 
the terrible, elatorate and grotesqué 
Baroque period arrived.

After Nieuw Amsterdam had been sur- 
rendered to the English. Director Stuy- 
vesant retired to his bouwerie and lived 
out the last years of his life. In 1672 
he died and was buried in a vault bé- 
neath the chapel. After his death regu 
lar services of the Dutch Reformed 
Church continued to ‘be held during ‘his 
widow’s lifetime. On her death she be- 
queathed the chapel to the Dutch Re 
formed Church on conditior that if they 
ever demolished the building they should 
make suitable provision for the preser- 
vation of the Stuyvesant vault beneath it. 


As it appeared’ her intenticn to devise’ 


only the chapel building, and not the 
surrounding land, tc the Dutch Reformed 
Church,: after ‘the Stuyvesants, like 
many of the colonists of Dutch ancestry, 
had become members of the Church of 
England, the;little“chapel fell into de- 
cay. In 1793 Peter, great-grandson of 
Governor Stuyvesant, gave jand to Trin- 
ity Parish, along with £800, to build a 
The old chapel was cleared 


started that same year and finished in 
1799. The old vault of the Stuyvesant 
family, which’ now contained the bones 
of about sixty members, was carefully 
moved and a tablet placed in the east 
side of the church wall, marking its lo- 
cation. One pew inside the church was 
reserved for the Governor of the State 
and one for “Mr. Stuyvesant and family 
forever” by the vestry in 1803.

“If you will man a passenger train of 
six coagifes with a full crew and fill 
every seat, permitting seventeen to 
stand on the platform and in. the 
aisles, you will’have the ‘Homicide 
Speciaf of Georgia. Such a train may 
be manned and filled with those killed 
in Geergia during the first nine 
months of 1920. There is no doubt, 
as the figures prove, that murder is 
increasing in this state and the dead- 
ly pistol is the chief instrument used. 

This was the answer Dr. W. A, 
Davis, of the state board of vital 
Statistics, gaye to the question after 
making a careful study of the records 
of his office, which revealed figures 
of a startling nature. If no statistics 
were available it would be easy to 
answer the question of homicidal wave 
in Georgia just as one chooses; to 
paint a pen picture of a despairing 
state in the death grip of a huge, 
grimy hand of murder; or to reveal 
to an astonished public a scene giv- 
ing the impression Georgia is on the 
verge of accepting Utopian ideals 
and js a veritable paradise. 


INCREASE SHOWN 


OVER PREVIOUS YEAR. 

But when one considers the figures 
of the state board of vita) statistics 
which show an alarming increase in 
homicides, there can be no doubt as 
to the real conditions. During the 
first-nine months of this year, 304 
homicides were recorded. These fig- 
ures do not include infants killed 
either intenfionally or through care- 
lessness, and buried without a death 
certifi¢ate as. required by state laws. 
Of this number of homicides 269, or 
85 per cent of the total, were sent to 
death through the use of firearms. 

Two hundred and twenty-one men 
and 48 women had their lives sud- 
denly brought to an end under this 
classification and the records show 
that the pistol was used more than 
any other kind of firearm. 

The increase in the number of homi- 


cides in Georgia during 1920 over 
1919 is shown when the 304 homicides 
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“T can danee if I have a good 
leader, but if I get a partner with 
Methodist feet and we travel around 
like an old freight train, I can’t help 
it if I don't dance like Mrs. Castle.

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of the first nine months are compared 
with 270 for the whole of 1919. Two 
hundred and fourteen, or 79 per cent, 
of the homicides in 1919 were killed 
with firearms, according to Dr. Davis, 
In considering these figures of 1919 it 
should be remembered that the rec- 
ords of the board of vital statistics 
were not so complete as 
1920, as only 21,222 deaths were rec- 
orded against 36,000 in 1920. 


“The wave of crime sweeping over 
this nation has at last reached Geor- 
gia on full tide,” said Dr. Davis. “Un- 
fortunately a great deal of attention 
is given the petty crimes, theft of 
property and the practice of fraud in 
securing possession of another’s goods, 
less atiention is paid to the capital 
crime, nrurder. . 


“While a few judges have seen fit 
to charge Grand Juries with reference 
to the investigation of homicides, the 
standard of court efficienty in many 
cases seems to reach no deeper into 
crime than the prosecution of the 
bootlegger, gambler or _ thief,”—he 
continued, “In an effort to safeguard 
the rights of the criminal, the rights 
of the people are ignored; in an ef- 
fort to give the criminal the benefit 
of the doubt, the security of life 
for the citizen is made more doubt- 
ful. Plans of self-defense and that 
the murdered person had his hand 
on his pistol pocket, have safely 
guided many a cold-blooded assassin 
from the gallows into the privileges 
of the complete liberty to commit the 
same crime the second time.” 

In continuing his discussion of ho- 
micides, Dr. Davis stated they are 
classified under three heads, firearms, 
those by cutting and piercing instru- 
ments and those produced by all oth- 
er methods. Even with this restricted 
classification more than 77 per cent 
of all homicides is ascribed to one 
cause, firearms. 

“In place of the 165 homicides com- 
mitted by the use of firearms durtng 
the first half of 1920, at the present 
rate of increase, 204 will be recorded 
during the last hajf,:a total of 370 
for the entire year.” he said, and the

recorded and of these fifty-two were 
caused by. flrearms-—57 per cent of 
the total. 


Railroad and street car accidents 
durimg recent years have been held 
dewn to a minimum by legislation 
requiring safety devices, according to 
Dr. Davis. This legislation reen- 
forced by “safety first” campaigns has 
shown splendid results in reducing 
the number of deaths from such 
accidents.

has taken in self destruction Dr. Davis 
stated that man has been divided 
into two classes, the normal and ab- 
normal, The abnormal man is either 
a genius or is insane. A normal man 
will under no circumstances destroy 
himself, he said. A genius thinks 
along one line until a complete and 
correct conclusion is reached and 
then acts. The insane man acts with-

ont reaching a corréct conclusion. The ~ 


freak who would be known as a ge- 
nis does not think normally and 
should be placed in the insane class, 
he said. Suicide rates for the genius 
are not available, but it is safe to 
state that such deaths are a negligent 
factor. 


“The most common method of sui- 
cide is by use of firearms. During 
the present year 49.99% of all suicides 
in Georgig was accomplished by the 
use of the pistol or shotgun. In ac- 
cidents and suicides the use of- the 
pistol is in excess of the shotgun, 
but .in homicides the shotgun; 
probably on account of its size, is not

Of the 25,253 deaths recorded by 
the state bureau of vital statistics 
during the first three quarters of 
1920, one out of every 16 wag due to 
some cause other than disease, one 
in 23 was due to some accident, one 
in 65 was a homicide and one in 280 
a suicide. This waste of human life 
is realized when it is remembered 
that in every 100,000 people jm Geor- 
gia there are 4 suicides, that 17 are 
murdered and that 48 met am acci- 
dental death during the year. 


LAWS NEEDED 


TO CURB EVIL. 

The part the deadly pistol plays in 
the commission of murder in Georgia 
is best shown by an official report sent 
The Constitution from the state prison 
farm, The prisoners at the farm are 
constantly received and transferred 
and in order to obtain an impartial 
yeport, no specific date was requested, 
Ap investigation at the prison on De- 
cember 14 showed that 288 male pris- 
oners were registered. Of this number, 
153 were white and 135 negroes. Nine- 
ty-five of the total number were con- 
victed of murder of some degree. 

Highty-two used pistols to commit 
their crimes! | 

There were 175 female prisoners at 
the farm on this date. Thirty were 
white and 145 negroes. Seventy-two 
were convicted of murder, 

Fifty-nine of these committed their 
crimes with the deadly pisto!! 

Murder is on the increase ip Geor- 
gia, according to the statistics of the 
state boar@as compiled by Dr. Davis, 
and unless some check is placed even 
larger figures ‘will be recorded in 
Georgia during 1921. It is an indis- 
putable fact that “pistol toting” re- 
suis in a large percentage of these 
homicides; and it ig the opinion of 

“many state and court gfficials that the
